The electric light plant for the 
month of January and February 
earned $2954.24 and the expenses 
were $1818.47 a profit of $1135.77. 
This was the most gratifying un- 
nouncement made to the council by 
the treasurer Mr. Simpson at the 
jmeeting on Thursday last. It is 
quite possible that the light depart- 
ment will not only pay its way for 
the year but also liquidate the deben- 
ture coupon. The waterreceipts were 
$386.55 and water wagon $48.80, As 
a miin and team have to be kept up 
for the water wagon service it is ap- 
parently a most unprofitable venture 
and the mains should be extended as 
rapidly as possible so that the service 
can be abolished. The meeting was 
one of general. interest, although 
nothing of unusual importance tran: 
spired. The financial statement did 
not show any too rosy a position at 
the bank, but that will doubtless im- 
prove as the year progresses. The 
town is running on borrowed money 
at present ahd an effort will be made 
to have the assessing done early ‘30 
that the tax notices van be sent out 
and have this years revenue paid in 
as soon as possible. There are 
enough unpaid taxes from fast year 
| to liquidate the big end of the bank

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VOTE ON 
THE VETO BILL! 


SECOND READING OF THE BILL 
WAS PASSED | 


Debate on Great Constitutional Re- 
form Occupies Four Days—Passes 
Second Reading by a Majority of 
126—Opposition Leaders Are Draft- 
ing Elaborate Series of Amend: | 
ments. : | 


London.—Four days of the most un-! 
inspiring debate ever given to a meas- 
ure involving a great constitutional | 
reform came to a conclusion when 
Premier Asquith applied the closure, 
and the second reading of the veto 
bill was passed by a majority of 125, 
the vote being 368 to 243. 

Prior to this the house took a di- 
vision on Austin Chamberlain’s 
amendment, with a majority of 131 
against it. 

The figures on the veto bill were 
greeted with prolonged cheers, after 
which the bill, on the premier’s. mo- 
tion, was committed to a committee of 
the whole house for this stage, which 
was likely to- be deferred for some 
time to enable the government to dis- 
pose of financial business. 

The opposition leaders are drafting 
an elaborate series of amendments. 
Mr. Chamberlain’s amendment, which 
was defeated, was moved recently on 
behalf of the opposition. It declared 
that the house would welcome the 
introduction of a bill which, while 
reforming the composition of the 
house ‘of lords, maintained its inde- 
pendence as a second chamber, but 
declined to proceed with a measure 
which placed all effective legislative 
authority in the hands of a single 
chamber, and offered no_ safeguard 
against grave changes made without 
the consent of the people. 

The appearance of Mr. Balfour in 
the debate gave a temporary fillip to 
the otherwise dull proceedings, and 
although not in the best of form the 
former premier kept the _ interest 
alive, not always, however, to the 
complete advantage of his party. For 
instance, expatiating on ‘the -value 
of hereditary principles, he exclaim- 
ed: “Let it be our servant; let it no 
longer be our master!” This admis- 
sion was received with a burst of 
laughter. 

Pending the committee stage of the 
bill interest will now centre 1n the ex- 

ected production next week of Lord 
Panedowue's bill. 

Lord Hugh Cecil, member for Ox- 
ford University, drew the jeers of the 
Nationalists by declaring that the

Another despatch fixes the follow- 
ing dates for firing of salutes: Anni- 
versaries of the birth, accession and 
coronation of the reigning sovereign, 
birthday of the consort of the reign- 
ing sovereign, and birthday of the 
queen mother, on which days a royal 
salute be fired at noon from all his 
majesty’s ships in port, and from all 
forts and batteries from which tri- 
umph salutes are usually fired.

The State Has Made a Demonsatra- 
tion, but Has Taken No Ac- 
tion as Yet. 
Edmonton.—The round up of the re- 
maining 80 buffalo on the Flathead 
Indian reserve in, Western Montana 
will begin on March 15, according to | 
Howard Douglas, commissioner of Do- 
minion parks, who has returned from 
Montana, where he has been making 
arrangements for the final shipment 
of pees to Wainwright buffalo 

park. 

“The round up will be over before 
the snow is gone,” said Mr, Douglas. 
“The purpose in beginning now is to 
enable the riders to track the buffalo 
with greater ease, 

“Pablo has now killed 20 buffalo in 
all. A short time ago some of the 
Pablo and his men rode out and des- 
patched some four of the worst in 
the herd, 

“The sheriff and chief game warden 
were at once sent to arrest them, the} 
purpose being to finally vindicate the 
state’s claim to the buffalo made last 
year.

HECTOR MACDONALD IN CHINA) 
The 


Story Comes From a British 
Cruiser and is Not Very 
Definite 

San Francisco, Cal.—According to a 
report brought in by the Oriental 
liner Asia, which arrived recently, 
General Sir Hector MacDonald, form- 
erly of the British army, who was 
supposed to have committed suicide { 
in Paris in a lodging house in 1903, 
is engaged in drilling troops of the} 
Chinese army. 

Officers of the Asia learned the 
story, they said, from officers of the 
British cruiser Kent, now at Hono- 
lulu, who got word of MacDonald’s 
whereabouts while on the Oriental 
station recently. 

General MacDonald was a famous 
soldier, who had seen active service 
under the British flag in many lands. 
At the height of his career he was 
recalled from India to answer a grave 
charge. He got as far as Paris, and 
then the world was startled with a 
report that he had committed suicide.

Large Increase—Expenditure 
on Capital Account 
Ottawa.—When the Hon. W. 8. 
Fielding mnokes his budget speech

According to the present indication, 
the surplus of revenue over all ex- 
penditure on consolidated fund ac- 
count should be in the neighborhood 
of $80,000,000 or $10,000,000 ahead of 
last year’s high record. Mr. Field- 
ing will be able to show that every 
item of capital expenditure for public 
works, etc., has been met out of the 
revenue, and nearly the whole of the 
year’s expenditure of about $25,000,- 
000 on the National Transcontinental 
railway as well, 

For the eleven months of the fiscal 
year the revenue has totalled $104,- 
302,705, which is an increase of $14,- 
618,245 over the corresponding eleven 
months of 1909-10. For the whole of 
the present year, it is estimated that 
the total revenue will run close to 
$117,000,000. 

The expenditure will probably be 
about $36,000,000. On capital account 
the expenditure has been $28,604,934, 
a decrease of $1,384,601, as compared 
with the corresponding period of the 
preceding fiscal year 

Including both consolidated fund 
and capital expenditures, the total 
amount spent has been less than the 
revenue by nearly $5,000,000. The net 
debt of the Dominion at the end of 
February was $331,355,198 a decrease 
of nearly $2,000,000 during the month. 
TheFebruary revenue totalled $9,491,- 
997, and increase of $1,318,060. 


FRENCH MINISTRY CANNOT LAST 


Delcasse’s Return to Power is Only 
An Incident Worth Com. 
menting On 
London.—There is little confidence 
here in the enduring capacity of the 
new French ministry. It is a min- 
istry of the left, composed chiefly of 
Radicals and Radical Socialists, and 


the Republican majority emains. 
Premier Monis has no_ particular 
mandate and under these circum- 


stances a barren career for his min- 
istry is looked for while it lasts. Of 
course M. Delcasse’s return to office 
is the only outstanding feature. There 
has been some comment in Vienna 
and Berlin on his apointment, but 
this has been counter-balanced by 
more temperate critics both in Ger- 
many and Austria, who recognize that 
the European situation has greatly 
changed since 1905, and that neither| 
in Europe nor England is any diver- 
sion of the French foreign policy 
seriously anticipated. 

English opinion generally welcomes 
the return of M. Delcasse as an _effi- 
cient minister and friend of the Eng- 
lish entente. It is known that he has 
been devoting himself to naval af- 
fairs, and it is believed he will do his 
utmost to restore the efficiency of the 
ee navy -which:-admittedly it has 
lost. 


REPORT ON CANADA'S MINES 


Total Mineral Production of Canada 
Amounts to Over 105 Millions 
a Year 

Ottawa, Ont.—According to a report 
just issued by the mines branch, the 
total mineral production of the Do- 
minion for the calendar year 1910 was 
$105,040,958, which was an increase of 
$13,200,517, or upwards of 14 per cent., 

The production of gold was $10,224,- 
910; copper, $7,209,517; pig iron, $11,- 
245,620; nickel, $11,181,310; silver, 
$17,106,604; asbestos, $2,476,558; coal, 
$29,811,750; natural gas, $1,312,614; 
cement, $6,414,315; lime, $1,131,407, 
and stone, $3,449,772. 

During the year there was an in- 
creased production in all the prov- 
inces except New Brunswick, which 
showed a selling off of less than 
$100,000. Nova Scotia increased from 
$12,504,810 to $14,054,534; Quebec from 
$7,086,265 to $8,193,275; Ontario from 
$37,374,574 to $43,017,062; Manitoha 
from $1,193,377 to $1,470,776; Saskat- 
chewan from $456,264 to $557,806; 
British Columbia from $22,479,006 to 
$24,547,817, and the Yukon from 
$4,932,678 to $4,937,375.

FEAR RUSSIA 


RUSSIAN NEWSPAPERS EXAG- 
GERATE PLAGUE DANGERS 


Chinese Officials Deny the Probabill- 
ty of Any Danger From Boxer Up- 
rising, Declaring That the Entire 
Country is Under Control—Fear 
Campaign is Designed to Alarm 
Europe, and Justify Occupation. 


Pekin.—The fear of Russian aggres- 
sion is increasing here. Reports pub- 
lished in the Russian newspapers and 
reprinted in the Pekin papers greatly 
exaggerate the dangers from the 
plague. Many of the higher class 
Chnese fear a campaign designed 
to alarm Europe and justify military 
occupation. Despatches from Harbin 
state that Russian military circles 
ure advocating occupation, 

The Vladivostock newspapers print 
warnings of the danger of a Boxer 
uprising, but the Chinese government 
aU eR Seay denies the possibility of 
such a thing, declaring that the en- 
tire country is under control. 

The measures taken to combat the 

lague beyond Harbin are not yet sat- 
sfactory to the Russian government 
and the frontier is still closed to 
Chinese. Outbreaks in Manchuria 
ure anticipated later owing to the 
distress occasioned by the long stop- 
page of transportation and the con- 
sequent interference with trade, 

Agitators, probably affiliated with 
the Boxers are reported to be rousing 
the superstitions of the natives, but 
the government with the aid of the 
police is limiting the sphere of activi- 
ty. Proclamutions are also being is- 
sued explaining the nature of the 
plague, and the measures which must 
be observed to prevent its spread. 

The melting snows in many places 
are exposing to view bodies which 
were hastily secreted during the early 
days of the epidemic so that thev 
might be burned. These are regularly 
being collected into piles and cre- 
mated. The government is removing 
families from Nanking and _ other 
cities in that district to the homes 
which they deserted some of them 
hundreds of miles ‘away. Supplies 
and copper coin are given to the suf- 
ferers sufficient for some weeks’ 
maintenance. A despatch from Shang- 
hai says a Catholic mission there 
stated that fifteen persons already 
have died in Tientchen, one of the 
twenty districts affected by the fam- 
ine. Several reports have it that the 
people are devouring human flesh. 


B. C. IS KEEPING UP THE BARS 


Still Maintains the Act Placing Bar- 
riers on all Outside 
Companies 
Victoria, B. C.—The second session 


of the twelfth legislature of British | 


Columbia has prorogued. The chief 
measures passe auring the seven 
weeka’ session were making provision 
for the future provincial university 
and establishing the railway charters 
by that department instead of secur- 
ing a separate act of the legislature 
in each case, as well as framing new 
resolutions for the greater safety of 
men working in coal mines, 

The companies’ act was amended 
by making it slightly less expensive 
for outside companies to secure li- 
censes to do business in this pro- 
vince, but the attorney general was 
emphatie in the declaration that li- 
cense fees will continue to be col- 
lected from outside companies despite 
the critieism to which this policy has 
been subjected in other parts of Can- 
ada, and particularly from Ontaorio. 

The expenditure of British Colum- 
bia for the eurrent fiscal year will be 
over twelve millions. Of this amount 
about seven millions will be used in 
the construction of roads to open up 
the country for settlement. 


ROBERTSON TRIAL DELAYED 


Will Not Be Put on Trial Until the 
Next Sitting of the Supreme 
Court 


Calgary.—Thomas M. Robertson, self 
confessed slayer of Tucker Peach, and 
through whose confession the police 
learned that John Fisk was implicated 
in the deed, will not be tried on the 
charge of murder until the next sit- 
ting of the Supreme Court in May. D. 
8. Moffat, counsel for the defence, 
asked for the postponement of the 
case on the ground that new facta 
had been adduced and that as many 
of the jury who had been summoned 
to act in the case had heard the evi- 
dence in the charge against Fisk, it 
is quite possible that they would be 
paainiiead and may have formed 
opinions. The application was made 
to Mr. Justice Stuart while the jury 
were deliberating on the charge 
against Fisk. James Short, K.C., said 
he was perfectly willing that the 
postponement be granted until a ver- 
dict had been reached against Fisk.

SEATS EASILY LOST. 


Great Britain Is Strict With Her 
Legislators. 


To gain a seat in the British House 
of Commons is no easy task in these 
days of strenuously-contested elec. 
tions; to lose one is a far simpler 
matter. 

A glass of beer given by a too- 
generous cunvasser to a wavering 
elector. a promise of employment, an 
omission in the return of election ex. 
penses, or the iesne of a poster with. 
out the name and address of the 
printer asd publisher, are a few of. 
fences, among many, fraught with 
grave consequences to the triumphant 
member. Recent election petitions 
have shown the truth of this. 

If personally responsible for cor- 
rupt practices, the unhappy candi- 
date, on conviction, is incapacitated 
for election to any constituency for 
seven years, and his late election fs 
rendered void. Whether the candi- 
date be personally responsible, or 
tesponsible only through his agents, 
a conviction of illegal practices usu- 
ally carries with it the latter penalty, 
and the unseated member has before 
him the option of retiring from public 
lite for a season or of once more fac- 
ing the music of another ccntest. 

It must be borne in mind, too, that 
a candidate is, with certain excep- 
tions, liable for the illegal practices 
of all persons who may, on the trial 
of the election petition, be held to be 
his agents. 

It is possible, however, to have to 
vacate a seat in the House under 
happier circumstances than these. 
For example, a writ may be issued 
summoning a member to the House 
of Lords; and, ae peers of Parliament 
and peers of the realm—with the 


; exception of Irish peers, not included 


in the twenty-eight representatives of 
Great Britain—are ineligible for a 
seat in the Commons, the newly-born 

r retires to his rest with blushing 
onors thick upon him, and leaves 
to some other aspirant for Parlia- 
mentary honors the fierce turmoil of 
another contest. 

Acceptance of the “Stewardship of 
the Chiltern Hundreds,” or, when 
thut office is not available, the 
“Manor of the East Hendred,” is. of 
course, equivalent to resignation, and 
is the usual method of vacating 
sent in Parliament. 

There are three cases on record 
where a member has been appointed 
agent of a militia regiment to enable 
him to vacate his seat and étand for 
some other constituency. 

The election of a member to the 
House of Commons .an also be ren. 
dered void by bankruptcy or lunacy. 
but, in such a case, the seat is not 
immediately vacated. 

Six months’ grace is allowed by 
law before the House can order the 
issue of a new writ. 

A number of most intersting cases 
have arisen out of the famous Act 
known as the 6th of Arne, the 25th 
eection of which enacts that. if a 
‘hitinber shall accépy’ any office cf 
profit from the crown, his election 
shall be void, but such person shall 
be capable of re-election. 

There are certain exceptions, how- 
ever, provided for by statute. A few 
offices of profit there are acceptance 
of which toe not entail che vacation 
of a seat in the Commons, among 
them being those of Financial Secre. 
tary to the Wer Office, Governor of 
the Bank of England, and the office 
of Paymaster-General. A further ex 
emption has been made which pro. 
vides that a member may accept other 
offices in succession to the one for 
which he sought re-election without 
vacating his seat.

In Burma marriage is civil, not re- 
ligious, and is led as a simple 
partnership which, if not happy, may 

dissolved at any time. After mar- 
riage there is no outward symbol like 
a wedding ring on a Burm@e woman, 
She does not even adopt her hus 
band’s name, but retains her own. 
The husband has no right over the 
property which his wife poveenese be- 
re marriage nor over t roperty 
which she might acquife Biter mir- 
viage. The Burmese woman can ap- 
pear in law courts to represent her 
usband. .n contracts with a third 
person she and her husband sign their 
Names together. They can borrow 
money on joint security. Both bus- 
band and wife can sign deeds and 
lend money. And when there is no 
longer any love between a married 
couple they can get a divorce with 
alacrity.

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THE SUNDAY SCHOOL 


LESSON XI.—FIRST QUARTER, 
FOR MARCH 12, 1911. 


Text of the Lesson, |! Kings iv, 25-87. 
Memory Verses, 32-35 — Golden 
Text, Rom. vi, 23—Commentary 
Prepared by Rev. D. M. Stearns. 

The power of the Lord God of Elijah 
was first seen through Elisha in the 
dividing of the Jordan, the Lord doing 
for one man what He had just done 
for two, and long before for a whole 
nation under Joshua. It is nothing 
with the Lord to help with many or 
few. The power of the Lord is next 
seen in the healing of the waters of 
Jericho, then in the chastening of the 
young men who mocked Elisha, tell- 
ing him to go up as Elisha had done; 
after that in jthe ditches filled with 
water, for thé sake of Jehoshaphat, 
without either wind or rain. 

In the beginning of our lesson chap- 
ter we see the same power multiply- 
ing the widow’s oil until every empty 
vesse! was filled, all her need sup- 
plied and something over. 

Now we have in today’s lesson the 
filling of a childless home wih glad- 
ness by the gift of a no doubt longed 
for child and the restoration of & 
deeper joy by giving him back from 
the dead. 

A great woman of Shunem felt con- 
strained as she saw Elisha pass her 
house from time to time to ask him in 
to eat bread, and it became his habit 
tod this. Later she suggested to her 
husband that they provide him a 
toom with a bed, a table, a stool and 
a candlestick, and he seems gratefully 
to have accepted their kindness. Ther 
the question arose in his mind, How 
can } in any way recompense this lov- 
ing kindness? On inquiry he found 
\that she needed no favor from any 
one, but at the reminder from Gehazi 
that they had no children he asked 
the Lord for this favor for her, and, 
receiving the assurance that it would 
be so, he communicated to her the fact 
which she at first received very un- 
believingly (verse 16), but as Elisha 
had assured her so it came to pass. 

We think of Sarah and her un- 
believing laughter, and yet in her 
case it came to pass, for ‘Is anything 
too hard for the Lord?” (Gen. xviii, 
9-14.) We look onward to Elizabeth 
and Zacharias and note the unbe- 
lief of the latter (Luke i, 13-20), an@ 
yet in their case it came to pass also. 
So we are taught to “Be not afraid, 
only believe,” (Mark v, 36), and re- 
ly on Jer, xxxiii, 3. 

It may have been that the child 
became too much of an idol—we do 
not know—but one day in the field 
with the reapers he complained of 
his head, was carried home and died 
on his mother’s knees at noon. She 
laid the little body on Elisha’s bed, 
shut the door, and without telhing 
her husband why, she made all pos- 
sible speed to the man of God, who 
was then at Mount Carmel. Seeing 
her afar off, he sent his servant Ge- 
hazi to inquire’ of her if ‘it was welk 
with her and her husband and the 
child. Her reply was: “It is well,’” 
but she hurried on until she came to 
Elisha, and ‘she held him fast by his 
feet, and with the very words which 
Elisha himself used to Elijah she 
clung to him until he arose and went 
with her (verse 30, with chapter ii, 
2, 4, 6). 

Gehazi preceded them and laid the 
staff of Elisha upon the ehild, but 
there was no effect upon the child, no 
response, neither voice nor hearing- 
When Elisha came he went in and 
shut the door and prayed unto the 
Lord and then stretched himself upon 
the child, mouth to mouth, eyes to 
eyes, hands to hands, and the flesh 
of the child waxed warm. After 
walking to and fro in the house he 
diy stretched himself upon the 
child, and the child sneezed seven 


times and opened his eyes. The 
mother wes called, and with grati- 
tude that cannot be described she 


took up her son and went out. 

The next verses describe a deliver- 
ance from death that might have 
taken away many, and the chapter 
closes with a miraculous multipjica- 
tion of bread—life given, life restored, 
life saved, life sustained, completing 
nine instances thus far of the power 
of God seen through Elisha. Elisha 
was to this woman a man of God, @ 
holy man of God (verses 9, 16, 21, 22, 
25, 27); not so Gehazi. She saw some- 
thing of God in Elisha. He was to 
her in God’s stead. We are here in 
Christ’s stead, and people should see 
something of Him in us (II Cor. iv, 
11; v, 20). Let the woman’s pressing 
on to Elisha remind us that we must 
come to God Himself through Jesus. 
Chrisé alone and not through any 
mortal man. 

Ordinances may be as useless as 
Elisha’s staff. It is life that is need- 
ed, though there may be life associat- 
ed with ordinances in the hands of 
some, but not through such as Gehasi 

Compare the story of Elijah bring- 
ing a boy -to life in 1 Kings, xvii, 19- 
22, and note the parallels of the 
prophet alone with the child, the 
child in the prophet’s bed, the prayer, 
stretching himself upon the child. 
May we earnestly covet such lives of 
nearness to God as these men lived 
and be used of Him to bring life to 
many dead souls. There must be the 
“alone with God,” the believing 
prayer, the persistent waiting ape 
God, the close personal touch of life 
itself, not of a rod or staff, even 
though it be that of a prophet. 

Spurgeon used to say that this 
stretching of oneself to a child was 
the hardest kind—a stretching down- 
ward to make yourself as far as pos- 
sible one with the child; seeing, 
speaking and handling things as the 
child would; putting yourself in his 
place.

He \eads a life given 
over to books and meditation, and ex- 
cept for thick-crowding fancies might 
fittingly be described as a lonely man, 
fulfilling the old ideal of the ascetic 
philosopher. For his years there is 
not a more widely read student fior 
a greater master of English prose style 
in Canada, 

Dr. Blewett was born in St, Thomas 
in 1873, and comes of an old Cornish 
family. From his infancy he was 
scarcely ever seen without a book in 
his hand. He matriculated in 1890, 
but after spending over two years at 
the University of Toronto was oblig- 
ed, on account of ill-health, to go 
west, where he engaged in Methodist 
| mission work in Alberta for three 

ears. Returning to Victoria College, 
| e@ proceeded with his course, and was 
graduated with high honors in the de- 
partment of philosophy in 1897. He 
spent the next two years in Toronto 
in post-graduate work in his chosen 
subject. Following this, he pursued 
his studies in Germany and at Har- 
vard University. At the latter in- 
stitution he was showered with honors 
and received a fellowship for a year 
at Oxford and Berlin. 

Dr. Blewett was appointed in the 
autumn of 1901 professor of philosophy 
in Wesley College, Winnipeg. After 
serving there with great acceptance 
for five face he was called to Vic- 
toria College, and since coming to 
Toronto has received tempting offers 
|; to assume professorships in the Unit- 
ed States. 

Prof. Blewett published in 1907 a 
large volume of philosophical essays 
| antitled “The Study of Nature and 
the Vision of Ged.” This book was 
received with cordial praise not only 
by the daily press, but by such learn- 
ed publications as The London. Quar- 
terly Review, The elicited Times, 
| The London Spectator, The Philosoph- 
ical Review, The Revue de Meta- 

hysique et de Morale of Paris, and 
The Review of Theology and Philoso- 
| phy of Edinburgh.

| through which the river makes its tor-

| cover 320 miles to journey by water 
|from Tete Jaune Cache to Fort 
George, the railway, by following al- 
most an air line, only requires 206

The whole of the valley is covered 
| with dense impenetrable primeval for- 
| est, stretching from the water’s edge 
right up to the timber-line on the 
mountains. Fortunately, fire has 
| wrought but little damage here, and 
the timber is of distinct value too. 
| Just how many hundred million dol- 
| lars this huge forest represents to the 
| British Columbian Government it is 
| impossible to say. Towering Douglas 
| fir are in profusion, while the spruce, 
hemlock, and cedar are also prolific.

Dr. Wilfred T. Grenfell, C.M.G., who 
is well-known in @ because of 
his useful work in Labrador, is at 
present in England, where he is at- 
tracting considerable notice.

He was described by The West- 
minster Gazette as ‘‘one of the best 
story-tellers living,” which is praixe 
indeed. Dr. Grenfell describes him- 
self as ‘‘the most popular doctor in 
his district,” and as he is the only 
doctor in one-quarter of a continent, 
his claim is not over-stated.
